A $6,153,984 surplus in Georgia’s Treasury at the close of 
the last fiscal year ending June 30 has been depleted to help 
finance $10,100,000 worth of expanded services for the first 


half of the current fiscal year 
Jr., disclosed yesterday. 

The disclosure was made as Gov 
Talmadge, Director of the Budget, 
made an additional $5,050,000 
available to State agencies for the 
quarter beginning ct. 1. 

The $5,050,000 amount 
out of contingent 
authorized by the General Assém- 
bly. A similar amount was made 
available for the quarter just 
ended, soon after the Legislature 
in special session enacted emer- 
gency tax measures designed to 
bring in $20,500,000 extra revenue. 

The July allotment of $5,050,000 
had to come out of the Treasury 
surplus, however, until new taxes 
started bringing in extra revenue. 

Revenue during the July-August- 
September quarter increased only 
$3.555.593 To finance expanded 
services during the current quar- 
ter Gov. Talmadge used the $3, 
555,593 increase and added to it 
the remaining $1,103,984 Treasury 
surplus left from last quarter, for 
total of $4 659 577. 
On advice trom Thrasher that 
State income could be expected to 
increase $400,000 this quarter over 
last, the Governor added roughly 
that amount to make the expanded 
services appropriations for this 
quarter $5,050,000

WASHINGTON (P) — Adm. 
William H. P. Blandy, the Atlantic 
Fleet Commander, contended last 
night that lack of the super alr- 
craft carrier which Secretary of 
Defense Johnson killed last Spring 
places an arbitrary limit on the 
Navy's ability to command the sea.

He proposed that the Army,

And he suggested that. so long 
as one service stays within its ap 
propriations, it should not be pre- 
vented by the others from obtain- 
ing additional weapons or forces. 


“The present procedures of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are faulty in 
that respect.” Blandy said, “and 
in. my opinion there lies the prin- 
cipal source of our present diffi- 
culties.”

A Baltimore judge has dismissed a 
mandamus suit brought by a young Negro 
woman in an effort to compel the Univer- 
sity of Maryland to admit her to its School 
of Nursing. 


The State of Maryland is not guilty of 
discrimination against her, the court ruled, 
since it offered her training at Meharry 
Medical College in Nashville, Tenn., a 
Negro institution operated under the re- 
gional education compact recently entered 
into by 13 Southern States. 


Since the training available at Meharry 
“is equal, if not superior, to the training 
at the University of Maryland,” the court 
declared, the State of Maryland has dis- 
charged its obligation in the case. 


Anyone who has seen the facilities of 
both schools realizes that the decision was 
fully justified in its contention that Me- 
harry’s are at least the equal of those at 
the University of Maryland. Indeed, they 
are vastly superior to those offered by 
many State universities in the South.

Tokyo Rose recently was sentenced to 10 
years for treason against the United States dur- 
ing the recent war. She will appeal. 

Axis Sally, the ham actress and bedfellow of German small-fry 
fuehrers in the entertainment world, got 10 years for treasonable 
broadcasts for the Nazis. 

Before her, Robert Best and other Americans who had teamed 
up with the Germans and did groadcast and propaganda chores for 
them, received relatively light sentences. 

The British are more severe. Their most notorious traitor was 
Lord Haw Haw. He was tried, convicted and hanged in about the 
time it would require us to select a jury. The British hanged sev- 
eral others, of less importance, after juries had found them guilty. 

We are less forthright about it and there is a very good his- 
torical reason for it.

Treason af 0 happens that the Constitution of the United 
States makes it very difficult to convict a person of 
treason. Section 3 of Article 3 says: 

“Treason against the United States shall consist ONLY (capi- 
talé my own) in levying war against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. No person shall be con- 
victed of treason unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
Same overt act, or on confession in open court.” 


There it is. The Constitution says what treason is and then 
Says to convict one must produce two witnesses to an overt act of 
betrayal. Or, of course, a confession will do. 

Why this ironbound, rigid bill of particulars? 

Why, because the men who wrote the Constitution were very 
sensitive to the word. They had, almost without exception, been 
charged with and convicted of treason by the British and had they 
been captured would have been immediately hanged for it 

They did not consider themselves traitors. Therefore, they wanted 

their own laws to be plain and easily interpreted. 
In an earlier writmg of the section the framers 
had given the Congress power to declare the pun- 
ishment of treason. This was removed and the entire authority 
given to courts and trial juries. 

There is no more fascinating story for one 
veiopment of our Constitution than a study of how it was written 
and a reading of the debates and discussions attendant upon it. 
(Recommended—‘“The Great Rehearsal,” by Carl Van Doren.) The 
fact of the separation from Great Britain was so great a wrench 
and promptly labeled treason by the British, the writers of the 
Declaration of Independence made it plain they were aware of the 
fact they were pledging not merely their property and sacred honor, 
but their lives as well. This had a very deep influence on those 
who wrote the document and those who voted to put themselves

It is called “South 
ern Politics” and is written by V. O. Key, Jr., a 
native of Texas and now Head of Yale Univer- 
sity’s politica) science division. Key and a group 
of research workers spent two years making a 
study of politics in Southern States for the Uni- 
versity of Alabama’s government division. This 
resulted in a book which is factual and whose 
findings are supported by charts and recordings 
of elections in the South, votings of Southern 
Congressmen on issues over a period of years, 
and interviews with competent politica! leaders. 

The book declares the South s progress is ham- 
pered by the one-party system and the Negro 
questions—-which every Southerner wil! admit. 
Then Key weighs the possibility of developing a 
two-party system in the South He concludes 
that the Republican Party cannot be the second 
party. Democratic leadership in the South Its 
generally conservative, therefore the second party 
must be a liberal party which the Republican 
is not. And the Republicans went into disrepute 
during the Reconstruction Period and continued 
in disrepute when*® most Southern Republicans 
used the party purely for patronage. The increased 
voting of labor union members and Negroes of- 
fers the best chance toward developing a liberal 
party in the South, Key says.

Editor Constitution: I should like to commend 
to your readers a statesmanlike discussion by 
Congressman Lanham relative to certain govern- 
mental policy questions pertaining to the relation. 
ship between departments and agencies of the 
Federal Government and private (non-govern 
ment) organizations. It is recorded in Pages 
6093-5, Congressional Record, May 10, 1949. 


His bill (H. R. 4638) not only proposes a clari- 
fied restatement of existing statutes which pro- 
hibit Federal departments and agencies from ac- 
cepting membership, or having membership repre- 
sentation, in organizations which are not wholly 
owned and controlled by the Federal Government, 
but contains a provision which would permit Fed- 
eral departments and agencies to have non-mer- 
bership (ligison) representation at meetings of 
private organizations when matters of mutual in- 
terest are under study or consideration. It pro- 
vides that officers and employees who are se. 
lected to represent their respective departments 
and agencies at essential meetings would be 
designated as liaison representatives for the ac- 
complishment of an official mission or duty. His 
introduction of the word “liaison” appears to pre 
sent a timely solution of a serious problem with 
which the Congress is now confronted. As an 
economy measure, it presents a simple problem 
in arithmetic Why burden the taxpayers with 
the expense of sending a dozen or more Federal 
employees to a meeting of a private organization, 
in which they hold membership, to accomplish 
an essential mission for the Government which 
one qualified and selected employee (designated 
as a liaison representative) can accomplish equal. 
ly as well, if not better? 

The obvious merits of H. R. 4638 commend its 
early enactment. It should uphold the American 
concepts of government and the doctrine of free 
enterprise against inroads by advocates of the 
“corporate state” who seek to bring about a 
merger of government and society, church and 
state, and government and privat? enterprise

1 departed from my custom in the Hiss case 
only after Eleanor Roosevelt, a personal and 
political friend of Alger Hiss and of his patron, 
Felix Frankfurter, had the audacity to publish 
in her column a suggestion that Hiss be acquit- 
ted. In none of my subsequent discussion did 
I go so far as to suggest that he should be con- 
victed. Moreover, knowing neither Hiss nor 
Whittaker Chambers, the principal prosecuting 
witness, nor having any complicity with Cham- 
bers in any matter, I cannot be accused of serv- 
ing a self-interest in anything that I wrote. I 
was performing a public service according to the 
traditions of editorial journalism, whereas the 
Roosevelt woman was pleading for her political 
and ideological accomplice and personal friend.
